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Selectmen’s Report 


To the taxpayers of the town of West Rutland: 

Your attention is directed to the fact that owing to a change 
in the law this report covers a period of eleven months instead 
of the usual full year. 

We have drawn orders during the eleven months amount- 
ing to $13,251.75, paying $2,000 of the 3 1 /- per cent bonds and 
the balance of the overdraft debt of the town, leaving a bal- 
ance in the treasury of $1,602.40, 

The expense of the poor department was $1,761.25. Oiling 
the streets cost $174,41. of which sum $86.4") was refunded by 
the State Highway Commissioner. 

Receipts from the town hall amounted to $770.88 and the 
expense amounted to $953.25, the schools occupying two rooms 
and the main hall without charge. 

We recommend a tax rate of 65 cents for the coming year.
